DEHORNING CATTLE.

New Hampshire bulletin No. 50 
is 
«n illustrated pamphlet on dehonilag 
cattle, 
tilling 
how to dehorn, 
and 
•howing how by photographs. 


Beginning with the years 1885 and 
.1886, the practice of dehorning cattlo 
iias rapidly grown in favor, until 
at 
present it is commonly practiced 
la 
many sections. 
lUlnolB is credited 
■ with being the first state to advocate 
It. From the first many have stren«i- 
ously objected to It, 
numerous 
law 
fiults resulting 
therefrom. Most 
of 
these prosecutions have taken 
place 
under the law for the prevention of 
cruelty to animals. Many states have 
had 
test cases, but no one in the 
United States, so far as we can learn, 
tiaa been convicted where the caso 
was carried 
to the 
high'll’ 
courts. 
Canada has gone further than 
any, 
other countiT in instigating legal pro­ 
ceedings to 
settle the 
question. A 
commission was appointed by the gov­ 
ernment, which reported, 
in 1882, la 
iavor of the operation when perform­ 
ed with reasonable skill. 


As has already been indicated, It is 
believed that 
dehorning 
not 
only 
«liminates the danger of life, and it 
therefor of the 
utmost 
importance, 
but it has its economic bearing as well. 
It is well understood that where the 
milch cows are gently cared for, and 
not over exercised, other things being 
equal, more 
milk is 
produced. For 
the same reason it is evident that beet 
animals will gain more rapidly where 
hornless, the nourishment exhausted 
In fighting tendencies being stored up 
as flesh. AniimalB are more cheaply 
transported by liYe weight, when de- 
liorned, as more can be accommodai* 
ed in less space and with less danger. 


The things necessary to success In 
dehorning are two strong, quiet men 
of nerve, a stout stall or stanchion, a 
good nose ring, a pleasant day (not In 
fly time), and some bandages, tar and 
absorbents to check the flow of blood 
and a few extra handles for the ma­ 
chine if clippers are used. 


One of last winter's 
diary 
school 
students and his brother purchased a 
pair of Keystone clippers two 
years 
ago, and after operating on their own 
herd, made a business of 
deborninff 
for others at tlie rate of 15 cents per 
head. Up to the present time 
they 
dehoi’ned over 1,500 animals in 
and 
about Littleton. 


Many of the disagreeable 
features 
of dehorning may be avoided by pre- 
yentlng the horns of calves from de- 
iTeloping. 


The horns of cattle consist of two 
parta of different origin; the outer 
homey shell is a growth derived from 
the skin; the inner part or pith con^ 
aists of bone and 1a an outgrowth ofi 
the skull.

Another consideration, and a very 
important one, is that there are now 
calls for ten horses suitable for “heavy 
leather,” where there Is a call for one 
trotter. While the ability to step-a-blt 
always appeals to our hearts, the laws 
of nearly all cities prohibit a speed 
greater than seven miles an hour. Rich 
people, who can afford to keep good 
horses and pay long prices for them, 
want style, beauty and 
action. The 
carriages are large, heavy and expen­ 
sive, and the prices of harness would 
make an ordinary man’s salary for a 
year. Animals suitable to show off the 
beautiful trappings must be in keep­ 
ing, and it is not a question o! price. 


To show what one man, under the 
right teaching, can do In a way of pro­ 
ducing the proper animals. It is only 
necessary to cite the case of one Vir­ 
ginia farmer. 
He has now marketed 
about 75 half bred Hackeneys at auc­ 
tion, to go to the highest bidder, at an 
average within a few dollars of $800 
for each and every horse. This is suc­ 
cess that can be easily duplicated, and 
the market Is waiting and ready 
to 
take every one that can be produced.— 
E. T. Riddick, in Country Gentleman. 


Aiiparacaa Orowiiif;. 


The Missouri Experlent Station has 
been experimenting for the past two 
years with asparagus growing, and has 
successfully grown asparagus In open 
field in mid-winter by running steam 
into shallow tunnels between the as­ 
paragus rows. 
The asparagus field 
was first covered with six or seven in­ 
ches of heating horse manure, and the 
steam forced Intto the soli from the 
green-house boiler. 
By this means a 
large yield of fine asparagus was ob­ 
tained throughout the months of De­ 
cember, January and 
Febuary; 
the 
flnest.quality being gotten in the mid­ 
dle of January, when the weather was 
coldest. Many of the sprouts 
were 
twelve or fourteen inches long and an 
inch in diameter, bleached 
perfectly 
and very tender and delicious. The 
amount of steam required was very 
small, and for persons located near a 
good market the winter growing 
of 
asparagus would prove very profitable. 
Bulletin No. 43, by Prof, J. C. Whitten, 
process and the results obtained.

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FLYING MACHINE 


* 
Description of One a St. Joseph 
Man is Building... 


A. M. Herring, the St. Joseph man 
who is building an air ship or flying 
machine, which is destined to be suc­ 
cessful, has furnished T h e N e w s the 
following description of his invention: 


I am continuing some experiments 
which were conducted last year at 
Dunn Park, Ind. 
The experiments of 
last year were with an experimental 
piece of apparatus which 
might be 
termed a ilying machine in that it 
carried a man in gliding or sailin" 
flights for short distances. 
It 
wa^ 
however, a machine improvidod with 
any motive power other than th at fur­ 
nished by gliding through the air in a 
descending path, or under favorable 
conditions by power furnished by the 
natural wind—that is by wind which 
was following an ascending path,which 
sometimes furnished sudicient power to 
support the apparatus and operator for 
15 to 20 seconds and propell them 
through the air at a fair rate of speed 
—from 20 to 40 miles an hour. 


Last year’s experiments and those 
which preceded them were for the pur­ 
pose of evolving an apparatus which 
should be safe. 
This year my experi­ 
ments—so far as made here have been 
devoted to the collection of data, such 
as the measurement 
of 
the exact 
amount of power required to keep the 
apparatus alloat 
and the minimum 
speed at which this can be accom­ 
plished, it being the expectation to ap­ 
ply the results obtained to a slightly 
larger apparatus which shall propell it­ 
self with engines which it will carry. 
An experimental machine of this type 


has been constructed but has not yet 
been, tested and probably will not be 
for several weeks. 


The results of the experiments in­ 
dicate that there is little question but 
what man (light can be accomplished 
wiiaout tbe use of anything like a bal­ 
loon. 
My apparatus is about a thou­ 
sand limes as heavy as the air it dis­ 
places, and depends for its support 
solely upon its forward motion through 
the air. 


It is Professor H erring’s opinion that 
when the flying machine has reached 
the commercial stage it will come 
nearer replacing the bicycle than any 
other vehicle now used, in that it will 
carry but few persons at a time and in 
its first applications 
will 
probably 
carry but a single 
passenger, 
the 
operator. 
Nevertheless, even in the 
beginning it will possess, for individual 
travel, several advantages which will 
quickly broaden its use, for besides be­ 
ing capable of speed equal to 
the 
average passenger trains and being 
able to go direct from one point to 
another tne extreme cost of operation 
will not exceed one quarter of a cent 
per mile traveled or from i to 1-12 
present railway fa^’es. 


Pressed for his opinion Prof. H erring 
stated that it was within the ranp-e of 
all possibility to construct a one-man 
machine which could travel as fast as 
75 miles an hour and make as long a 
journey as 
miles without the necess­ 
ity of stopping for supplies on the way. 
Such an apparatus would be somewhat 
smaller than a canoe with its sails and 
would weigh considerably less.

REV. OEOROE A. SAHLIN BEGAN IT 
YESTERDAY.

Following is a brief synopsis of the dis­ 
course: 


The text—“ And I say unto thee, that 
thou a rt Peter, and upon this rock 1 
will build my church: and the gates of 
hades shall not prevail against it.”— 
Matt. 16:18. 


Previous to this utterance of Christ 
P eter confessed his faith that Christ 
was the Son of God, a confession essen­ 
tial to discipleship with Christ. 
The 
name Peter and the word rock are the 
same In the Greek. 
Christ built his 
church of men and women. 
The ma­ 
terial structure is not the church but 
where two or three are gathered in the 
name of Christ he is with them and 
th at company is the church. 


As a proLestant against the narrow 
view that Israel alone was favored of 
God or that salvation was accomplished 
solely by a profession in any ism aside 
from‘goodness the universalist has al­ 
ways been in existence. 


In the earlier days, when monastic 
orders were strong, the current faith 
was that those men who desired heaven 
must flee the presence of women and 
live alone in the desert. 


Or when men would maltreat the 
body so as to gain the favor of God we 
cannot wonder that 
other 
equally 
monstrous ideas of salvation should 
prevail even to the thought that God 
would eternally 
punish without dis­ 
crimination all those who failed 
to 
make a Christian confession in their 
life. 


T hat large hearted and intelligent 
men repudiaced tbe horrible thought 
o f the Gud so lovingly and sincerely 
portrayed by Christ ever being capable 
of decreeing everlasting punishment to 
any is to the eternal credit of the race. 
If the doctrine of etsrnal punishment 
and salvation being determined by a 
m an’s faith rathar than by his conduct 
Is true, we insist that church creeds 
are not the determining factor, but sin 
and unrighteousness. 


The divine eilort is put forth by 
Christ to save the sinner, and what 
Christ, the Son of God, attempts to do 
cannot possibly result in failure. 


Our church is the result of a pastor’s 
effort in another church to exterminate 
Universallsm in the community. 
That 
church has had five pastors during my 
administration. 


After having been called to the work 
of building up our church your pastor 
was challenged to a debate in which 
the same pastor boasted he would an­ 
nihilate Universallsm and we seem to 
thrive upon the process. 
Let it be 
said, however, that subsequently 1 en­ 
joyed a most pleasant friendship with 
the annihilator. 
It was prophesied we 
could not build our church. 
A few 
constituted themselves a committee to 
watch|as die, and we still live. 


W e have nothing but the friendliest 


feeling for our sister churches, their 
prosperity meaning 
increased spirit­ 
ual riches lor the community in which 
all can share. 
There 
is, however, 
peculiar work for each church to do 
and 
perhaps no 
church 
is better 
equipped for doing the work of Christ 
today than the Universalist. 


Today we enter upon the seventh 
year of our work. 
A delightful work 
it has been. 
No church ever gave 
larger liberty to its pastor than that af­ 
forded by you. 
Our orthodox brothers 
when they live up to the injunctions of 
Christ will become Universalists. 
W e 
are exhorted to pray for our enemies 
and if we pray in faith, our prayers will 
be answered. 


The object of the gospel is to bring 
men to repentance. 
W here is the 
church which dares teach that it is 
ever too late to repent in this or any 
other woi'ld? And if the doctrine is 
taught where is its Biblical or Christly 
autljorityy 


W e look forward to the future with a 
coniidence th at the gospel as Inter­ 
preted by the Universalist will iind an 
increased acceptance in this and every 
other community in which it m ight be 
p reach ed ._________________ 
TELEPHONE WAR. 


Grand Rapids Has an Interesting 
Fight. 


Grand Rapids, Oct. II.—The Bell and 
Citizens’ Telephone companies came 
together Saturday in the tirst real en­ 
counter they have had, and it is impos­ 
sible at this time to tell which wins. 
They are still at it, and the merchants 
and shippers of this city can take a 
very vigorous and telling hand in de­ 
termining the victor. 


The two companies have been spar­ 
ring and fussing for months. 
There 
have been rumors of all kinds of moves 
and counter moves, but in most cases 
these have failed to materialize. 
The 
liell company threatened vigorously 
when the local rival began to do busi­ 
ness, but the Citizens’ company kept 
right on until today it is away ahead 
in the rivalry, with more ’phones and 
more business than the old time occu­ 
pant of the field. 


L ater the Bell company commenced 
to give away free ’phones. 
Almost any 
citizen of any titauding, who wanted a 
Bell ’phone in his house, was promptly 
accommodated, and the company prac­ 
tically stoj)ped charging for residence 
instruments altogether. 
This action 
was apparently taken for the nurpose 
of forcing the business houses to retain 
Bell 
'phones, 
because 
they would 
neeesirarily have to adoi>t the instru­ 
ment their customers had in 
their 
uouses. 
But the free ’phone did uot 
do any serious damage to the new 
company, 
lieeently the Bell company 
announced to patrons tliut a charge of 
$1 a month would thereafter be made. 
It is averred that a considerable num­ 
ber of free patrons ordered a discon­ 
tinuance of service. 


The express companies some time 
ago gave their local agents the privi­ 
lege of deciding which ’phone they 
would use and the numerous express 
agents here all decided in favor of the 
Citizens. 
Later the companies from 
headquarters sent out orders th at the 
home telephone was to be discarded 
unless the company would furnish them 
free. 
This was refused and the new

telephones were ordered out October 1. 


October 1 came and the American 
Express company took tho initiative 
by refusing to answer its Citizens’ 
’phone. 
Inspectors were 
sent over 
from the exchange to see if anything 
was wrong with the instrument. 
The 
inspector was told by the officials that 
they would not answer the ’phone, and 
would not allow their clerks to do so. 
Merchants and business men in the 
meantime were ringing and operators 
told them tne situation very frankly. 
Some vigorous language was heard and 
some hearty messages were sent the 
express agents, but they made 
no 
replies. 


President Rood of the Citizens’ com­ 
pany, started out to call upon the ex­ 
press agents. 
In each case they in­ 
formed them that the ’phones would be 
taken out immediately. 
Then the tele­ 
phone people made a (lank movement. 
They hired office rooms in the building 
adjoining the express offices, put in two 
sets of ’phones of their own, with mes­ 
senger service, and all subscribers who 
aiked for Nos. 178, 52; 713 or lU were 
given 988, and the messengers took 
their orders and carried them in writ­ 
ing to the express companies. 
It is an­ 
nounced that this service will be con­ 
tinued as long as the situation demands 
it.

small piece of fertile land 'vin be re­ 
quired to grow millet or clover hay 
fiufnceat to Icocp the cow during win­ 
ter. 
A Jersey cow or grade Jersey is 
small and better adapted for a family 
cow than any other breed, if butter is 
the main article to be produced. 
But 
If milk is the only thing in view then 
perhaps the 
Holstein or some 
other 
breed may be better adapted to the pur­ 
pose. 


I have In mind the owner of n farm 
of one acre, 
whose cow 
gives 
him 
about 500 
pounds of 
butter 
every 
year, but it is by good feeding 
and 
attention th at she does this, and while 
he claims that the profit from her is 
large, he adm its th at his cow would be 
an expense if she 
wore an 
inferior 
animal. It 
is best, 
therefor, to 
be 
willing to pay for a good cow, for it is 
certainly cheaper to keep a good cow 
than a poor one. 
The outlay 
though 
large at first, will 
biing in 
quicker 
and surer return than smaller invest­ 
m ent in a scrub. 
As the family cow 
receives kindness as a general 
thing 
from all, the lesson to dairymen is th at 
by careful management of the 
herd, 
and treating each cow with care, there 
Is no reason why the proilt may not bo 
proportionately as great.—V. M. Couch, 
In Uie Practical Diaryman.

horses at the Narth Dakota Station to 
Btudy the effect of feeding millet as a 
coarse fodder. In the first trial 
two 
geldins in good health were fed 
hay 
and grain for about two weeks. Millet 
was then substituted for hay for about 
ten days. The same ration as a t the 
beginning was then fed for four days. 
The tem perature of the air, the tem­ 
perature of the horses, the am ount of 
fooil and water consumed, the weight 
of the horses, and the amount of un n e 
excrete<l were determined. During a 
number of days the specific 
gravity, 
and In some cases the total 
solids, 
nitrogen, and ash In the urine 
v/ere 
determined. 
All 
the horses 
were 
driven dally for exercise. 


The second tost was sim ilar to tho 
first, and was made with two mares. 
One of Uie mares became very 
lame 
and could hardly stand, and suttered 
from time to time from retention 
of 
the urine. 
She was killed and a post­ 
mortem examination of the 
earcusu 
was made. The other mare did 
Dot 
fihow as marked symptoms during tho 
test. 
HciWever, when fed millet fo^ 
about three months, she would becomà 
60 lame in the joints of the hind lega 
that it was almost impossible for her 
to walk. 
When feeding millet was dis- 
contlnuC'd 
she would 
recover. Tho 
lameness was again produced by millet 
feeding. 
After about two years of al­ 
ternate periods of millet and hay feed­ 
ing she became practically worthle.ss. 
Circular letters were sent out to (ar­ 
mors asking (or information concern­ 
ing millet feeding for horses. 
A num ­ 
ber of replies were received. The fol­ 
lowing conclusions were 
arrived at: 
Feeding millet alone as coarse fodder is 
injurious to horses. It produces an in­ 
creased 
action of tlie 
kidneys 
and 
causes lameness and swelling of 
the 
Joints. 
It causes an infusion of blood 
into the joints and destroys the texture 
of the bone, rendering it soft and lesa 
tenacious, so that the ligaments 
and 
muscles are easily torn loose. The ex. 
perience of many tai'mers confirms tho 
experiments.—Exchange.
